THE ‘SUB’ LEARNS TO WALK 
W hen Simon Lakent sent his new “b ab y sub ­ 
m arine” to the b ottom of Long Island Sound a 
few day s ago and proved tha t the tiny craft 
m ight have some real commercial and scientific 
uses, he took a step tha t has b een awaited ever 
since the first sub marine took its first trip. 
The sub marine, b ey ond q uestion, is one of the 
most ingenious mechanical devices of modern 
day s. It makes reality of a very old dream 
the 
dream of sailing the seas in a b oat that could 
dive under water whenever its skipper felt like 
it. But so far it has had only one use; it has 
had to b e a warship or nothing. 
Jules Verne, of course, foresaw other uses for 
such craft. His Captain Nemo had a sub m arine 
tha t was a kind of y acht, and in it he made long 
trips and had a great deal of fun. But ¿o fai 
no sub m arine has lived up to tha t rom antic foie- 
cast. As a m eans of destruction the sub marine 
is an exceedingly effective instrum ent; no one, 
however, has ever b een ab le to put it to woik in 
any other field. 
Not long ago there was an attem pt to use a 
sub marine for Arctic exploration. But the results 
weren’t as startling as they m ight have b een. 
At the end the sub m arine rem ained w hat it had 
b een b efore — a lighter, and nothing moie. 
Now, however, Mr. Lake is try ing to convert 
the craft to peace-tim e uses. His “b ab y sub ” 
crawls along the b ottom of the sea, em its divers 
through special hatches, extends m echanical 
arm s and w hat-not to pluck sponges from the 


photography a century ago, have foreseen the 
world of wonders tha t they were to reveal to us 
through the peephole of the little b lack b ox. 
Cameras are as varied and different as they are 
many , today , b ut they all serve for the same pur­ 
pose in their different uses and stages of effi­ 
ciency . The moving picture camera, of course, is 
b y far the most im portant of the entire family 
b ecause it not only portray s the ob jects b ut also 
their actions. 
The cam era of today can take y ou any where, 
to the ends of the earth and b ey ond. It tran s­ 
ports y ou, in the twinkling of an ey e, to the 
to the tropic jungles, to the m ountain 
poles, 
peaks ab ove the clouds. It will plunge y ou un­ 
derseas to show y ou the b eauties of nature on 
the very floor of the ocean. It will whisk y ou 
away next to the craters of the moon or over 
the y awning cany ons of the Colorado. 
If y ou crave adventure in far places, it will 
set y ou up in the spray -drenched crow’s nest of 
an ocean going steam er in winter storm s or face 
to face w ith the dangers of b ig game hunting. 
There is no place tha t a cam era cannot go, if 
it is in the hands of a daring person, for many 
times it is into the face of danger, and sometimes 
grave risk of death, tha t it m ust b e carried to 
record the pictures tha t are most interesting 
and exciting. 
The camera, particularly the moving picture 
cam era, has b rought the whole world closer to­ 
gether, it has served to educate to a great degiee, 
it has b rought enjoy m ent to countless millions

lives in December as compared 
with 54 for the other eleven 
months of the year. 
Daniel Harrington, chief of th i 
safety division of the bureau of 
mines, in giving these figures, 
said he had received a brief re­ 
port from field representatives 
stating that the Moweaqua mine 
had been operating without rock 
dusting and with open, lights and 
that a fire in the mine had been 
sealed shortly before the fatal 
explosion. 
In discussing efforts made by 
the bureau for general adoption 
of 
safety devices, Harringtoh 
said “99 per cent of the explo^ 
sions in coal mines are due to 
negligence." 
He asserted that by use of 
rock dusting, the mixing of rock 
dust with coal dust in proper 
proportions, safety lights and 
permissible 
explosives 
which 
could not ignite dust and gas, 
dangerous explosions were virtu­ 
ally impossible. 
In the five year period from 
1927 to June 30, 1932, 984 persons 
have been killed in coal mine ex­ 
plosions, Harrington said. 
Of 
these 683 were killed in blasts 
caused by electricity igniting gas 
or dust, 173 lost their lives in ex­ 
plosions caused by open lights 
and 119 by use of non-permissi- 
ble explosives. The remainder 
were 
killed 
in 
undetermined 
ways. 
“Every one of these deaths 
were preventable,” 
Harrington 
asserted. 
In Pennsylvania, Harrington 
said, there has been no m ajor 
coal mine disaster since March, 
1929, due to the state strictly en­ 
forcing safety measures advocat­ 
ed by the bureau of mines.
